Chanel No. 19 (1971) 


When I was a teenager, I discovered my love 
for perfume. The fragrances I enjoyed then were 
the loud sugar-coated concoctions that screamed “I 
love red Fanta!” My mom supported my newfound 
passion and tried to steer me towards more dignified 
young-woman fragrances like Colors by Benneton, 
Liz Clayborne, and Anais Anais. For years I thought 
perfume either needed to smell like something you’d 
love to eat (and would most likely get stuck in your 
teeth) or soft, clean, and floral. 

It was a long time before I discovered that there 
was a world of “grown-up” perfumes. And of all the 
adult perfumes that I now know, the one that most 
thoroughly annihilates any hint of childish laughter, 
attempt at cuteness, or innocent joy is Chanel No. 
19. The grown-upest of them all. 

Described all over the web as “venomous,” 
“aloof,” “detached,” and “immune to sweetness,” 
the perfume brings to mind a description of an evil 
stepmother. In their book Perfumes: The Guide, Luca 
Turin and Tania Sanchez call No. 19 the perfume for 
“any woman who has ever wished to know what it 
is like to be heartless.” Chanel No. 19 is a serious 
fragrance for women who are not playing around 
with perfume. 

It is a difficult perfume to classify because it’s 


not a typical “green woody” or chypre scent, but 
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dissecting the fragrance reveals the quality of its 
components and the maturity of its personality. It 
opens with a spotlight on the scent of iris, the most 
expensive perfume ingredient in the world. Iris is 
an anti-floral, a flower that smells like leather and 
powder. The perfume then evolves into accords of 
musk, vetiver, and sandalwood. And behind it there 
are notes of galbanum (like balsamic greens) and an 
icy, acetone-like wintriness. 

No. 19 was designed by Henry Robert, Chanel’s 
second in-house perfumer, known for searching out 
the most exclusive perfume ingredients. Born in 
Grasse, where most reputable perfumers are from, 
he created some of Chanel’s classics, including Pour 
Monsieur and Cristalle. The fragrance was named No. 
19 to commemorate Coco Chanel’s birthday (August 
19) the year she turned 87. It became an instant 
success when it was launched in 1971 and continues 
to be considered one of the most unique fragrances on 
the market.

scent. It is a fragrance for classic handsomeness— 
clean-cut, bright, effortlessly masculine, and 
straightforwardly sensuous. “Savage water” was the 
iconic men’s fragrance of the ‘60s, and today continues 
to top the charts of men’s bestsellers. Launched by 
Dior in 1966, the perfume also became wildly popular 
with women, leading to the creation of Diorella in 
1972, which used the same base as Eau Sauvage but 
added notes of peach, rose, and honeysuckle. 

The secret behind Eau Sauvage is the addition of a 
molecule called methyl dihydrojasmonate, otherwise 
known as hedione. Hedione is a synthetic molecule 
that makes things smell like dewdrops (Aydro) on 
jasmine (jasmonate). When hedione is combined 
with the other notes in the fragrance (rosemary, 
citrus, anise, and a slight undercurrent of sweat), the 
resulting scent is like the smell after a rain shower ina 
citrus grove. It is brilliantly clean and fresh. Hedione 
is featured in countless men’s and women’s fragrances 
today (you can smell it in pure form in LEau d’Issey), 
but it is important to recognize that Eau Sauvage was 
the first to include it, making it a landmark scent in 
perfume history. 

Eau Sauvage was designed by the French master 
perfumer and author Edmond Roudnitska, the 
creator of some of the world’s most notable scents 
(Diorissimo, Rocha’s Femme, Diorama). He not only 
made great contributions to the scent world, but 
was also interested in exploring the conceptual side 
of perfume and seeing it recognized as an art form. 
Roudnitska’s work heavily inspired one of my favorite 
perfumers, Jean-Claude Ellena (the head perfumer of 
Hermes). 

Steeped in history and revolutionary moments in 
perfumery, Eau Sauvage continues to elegantly adorn 
men and women today.

Aruba presents Its newly refurbished 
and extended government complex 


In 2009, the Aruban government undertook an ambitious project to 
revitalize the island's capital, Oranjestad. Part of this project was to 
modernize, and extend its central legislative complex. The unique 
design of the new extension was inspired by the cocolishi shell, the 
beautiful Queen Conch found in our waters. Four years later, in 
November 2013, the addition is fully functional, accommodating the 
ministers and their supporting staff. Lit up at night in many different 
colors, it symbolizes Aruba’s colorful culture.

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nce upon a time ona Saturday afternoon, 
mom, dad, and the kids, all dressed to the nines, 
piled into their Ford Galaxie and headed to “playa.” 
Playa—the Aruban term for downtown—was the 
place to shop, dine, see and be seen, and catch up 
with fellow islanders. 

Downtown-Oranjestad streets, in particular 
Mainstreet (known then as Nassaustraat), bustled 
with activity. Dad needs a new set of wrenches? 
Brenchie’s Hardware Store was a gathering place for 
weekend handymen. New Sunday dresses for mom 


and daughter were most certainly purchased from La 





Linda, the Island’s big department store, and every 
young boy could be found gazing at window displays 
of the latest erector set or model train. Lunch was 
enjoyed at places such as Harsveld Bakery & De 
Dissel lunchroom. Nights out on the town were 
relished at the harbor’s floating restaurant, Bali, or 
the Trocadero. 

But as time passed and tourism flourished, areas 
like Mainstreet were competing with Palm Beach 
and its proximity to tourist dollars. Retailers and 
restaurateurs began positioning themselves in the 


heart of the tourist district. And while locals held 
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on and remained loyal to their custom of Mainstreet 
patronage for many years, eventually a lack of 
investment and general upkeep in the area deterred 
many of them as well. 

The harbor area and L.G. Smith Boulevard 
held their own, thanks to investments by Eduardo 
de Veer in two large hotels (now the Renaissance 
Aruba Resort & Casino and Renaissance Marina 
Tower) and an indoor shopping venue attracting 
international high-end retailers, such as Gucci, 
Rolex, Louis Vuitton, and Cartier. The neighboring 
Renaissance Marketplace—an alfresco venue with 
dining, shopping, a casino, and the Island’s first 
cinema complex—and the iconic Royal Plaza— 
with its interesting blend of Dutch and Caribbean 
architecture conceived by the Lichtenstein family— 
also lured locals and tourists to the area. But a 
disconnect between this harbor/marina area and 
the Mainstreet district discouraged visitors from 
discovering the charms and historic architecture of 
the latter area.

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But all that is changing. A government initiative to revamp the 
Mainstreet district is bringing new life to this precious slice of Aruban 
culture and tradition. As the saying goes, no pain, no gain, and as any local 
can attest, the journey to the rebirth of the area has not been easy. I count 


myself among the many who have had a hard time seeing the “vision,” my 





vision blurred by the aggravating bumper-to-bumper traffic we have all 
¥ endured for the past two years while these backstreets have been dug up. 
" ey Trooping through muddy construction zones while trying to shop was a 
major hassle. And I certainly did not envy any of the retailers trying to 
work around this mess (to put it mildly) on a daily basis. 

There is a light at the end of the tunnel, and I was shown the way 
under the guidance of Minister Benny Sevinger, from the Ministry of 
Integration, Infrastructure, and Environment, and his “infra team.” My 
| | first question: Why oh why did the streets have to be dug up to install 


the rails for a streetcar? Why not go the easier and cheaper route and just

In short, this is a long game we are playing, an 
investment in the future of downtown. The 
streetcar line, which is the first in the Caribbean, 
is a permanent feature; buses can break down and 
go away, the investment lost forever. Additionally, 
while putting in the infrastructure for the tram, 
all other government departments chimed in 
with upgrades to telecommunications and power 
lines, enabling all improvements to be part of a 
large, easily accessible underground tube, with 
the streetcar line running above. It was a historic 
opportunity to do it all in one shot. The streetcar 
line, designed by San Francisco-based company 
TIG/Modern Street Railways, is operated using 
green technology—powered by battery and 
charged by wind and solar energy—and is in line 
with our government’s initiative that hopes to have 
Aruba transition to 100% renewable energy by 
2020. 

The streetcar line is the key—the main artery to 
connect to the heart of downtown. Oranjestad 
will have a vertical and a horizontal loop. The 
horizontal loop will lead visitors from the Plaza 
Paardenbaai at the cruise-ship terminal to the Plaza 
Museum, then along Mainstreet to the new Plaza 
Nikki Habibe, and back to Plaza Daniel Leo and 
Havenstraat. This loop offers various interesting 
cultural-discovery and shopping opportunities to 
visitors, who can hop on and off at seven smartly 
designated stops. The vertical corridor links the 
Central Post Office, the University of Aruba, 


and the San Francisco Church with the refreshed 


courthouse buildings and the Mainstreet, flowing 
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Plaza Comercio 


Plaza Mango 


into Plaza Padu and the seat of our government in the 
newly expanded City Hall and the Cocolishi building. 
Picturesque water fountains and lush landscaping, 
designed by Carlos Profet, who oversees the streetscapes 
of the entire project, will complete the improved and 
embellished look of Oranjestad. 

Another vital route being developed includes 
the lagoon, which will become a charming expanded 
water element, visible from Mainstreet and adjacent 
to the fully restored historic building housing the 
new Rietveld Art Academy on Wilhelminastraat. The 
nearby abandoned gas station was redesigned by Glen 
Goddijn and will serve as the city inspector’s office and 
a visitors’ center with a green rooftop garden. The 
design, inspired by the colonial and Art Deco elements 
of local architecture, will represent the Oranjestad 
“school of style.” The structure is already blessed by 
a light sculpture by artist Osaira Muyale, the first of 
many light elements that will be added to Oranjestad 
in an effort to transform it into a nighttime destination 
as well. 
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The entire scope of the project is both awesome 
and overwhelming. Having the opportunity to see the 
big picture of the project reminds me that Rome was 
not built in a day. Already, we are seeing beauty being 
uncovered and rediscovered. The streetcar line is up 
and running, beautiful landscapes are emerging, and 
now, instead of feeling dread when heading towards 
town, I open my eyes and look around at all the 
progress being made, understanding that Oranjestad, 
indeed, will offer both locals and visitors one of the 
most culturally charismatic and modernly progressive 


downtown scenes in the Caribbean.

he pet lovers among us know and cherish 
the unbridled love showered upon us by our pets 
whenever we return home. It’s this same frenzied, 
I’m-so-incredibly-happy-you’re-back welcome that 
gets me every time I enter the front gate of the 
Aruba Animal Shelter, where I put in a few hours 


on Monday and Thursday mornings to help carry 


out the shelter’s mission: to improve the lives of 
dogs and cats on Aruba. This mission relies on 
the donations of contributors and, of course, the 
concerted efforts of a committed bunch of volunteers 
with veterans Eva Herry and Sandy Willemsen at 
the helm. It’s a motley group, its members ranging 
from longtime volunteers to youngsters pitching in 


during the summer break. But all the volunteers 


have one thing in common: the devotion to giving

the neglected dogs and cats of Aruba a second 
chance at life. What does this look like on a daily 
basis? Allow me to share with you my typical day 
at the shelter. 

When I arrive in the morning, I make sure to 
allow a little extra time for my customary dose of 
face licking and for giving a few minutes of much- 
appreciated belly rubbing. Work usually begins for 
me in the puppy area, and the first order of business 
is feeding the little fellas. We lay out their bowls of 
morning chow in an area separate from where they’ve 
stayed all night, making possible one of my favorite 
moments of the day—the puppy feeding stampede! 
Opening the gate that separates those squirming, 
yapping puppies from the feast of their desires and 
watching as their uncoordinated little selves make a 
beeline for the bowls, their teensy behinds wiggling 
in excitement as they dig into their breakfast—it’s 
absolutely priceless. The only thing that makes this 
moment sweeter is when one or two of the puppies 
veer off from the rest of the stampede and renounce 
breakfast (temporarily, mind you) to come over and 
bask in my attention instead. 

Of course, what goes in must come out, so 
while the puppies delight in filling up their little 
bellies, I start in on doodie duty. Puppy poop is a 
pretty messy matter, so we bring in the big guns—a 
heavy-duty power washer. We also make use of 
strong cleansers in the hopes of keeping bacteria 
and viruses at bay. Canine parvovirus is our enemy 
number one. When the virus hits the shelter, it’s 
a constant battle to try to contain it, quarantining 
puppies that show signs of the virus and being as 
careful as possible to prevent spreading. 

By now, as I’m finishing up with the power 
washing, I might look out into the common area 
and notice that a new face or two (canine, that is) 
have joined the ranks. These are the shelter’s newest 
rescues. Once the day’s rescues have been brought 
into the shelter, they slowly become acquainted 
with the other dogs/cats. There usually ensues 
some combination of butt-sniffing, hair-bristling, 
and playful ruckus—in short, relationships are 
established. Some dogs walk into the place as 
if they already own it, invariably earning names 
like Macho or Max. (A brief note on naming: In 
addition to Lady and Gucci, common names include 
Jip and Janneke, often given to a male and female, 
respectively, that are rescued on the same day. I have 


come to find out that Jip and Janneke are the names 
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of the main characters in a popular Dutch children’s 
book series. Yes, many of my fellow volunteers are 
Dutch.) Other new arrivals spend a bit of time with 
their tails between their legs before warming up to 
their new surroundings and fellow shelter mates. 
The newbies are fed, given water, washed, and 
sponged down with an anti-tick solution. If things 
aren’t too hectic, I try to take the opportunity to 
hijack one of the just-washed puppies, swaddle it 
in a towel, and luxuriate in its cuteness as it settles 
into a nice postprandial nap in my lap. I tell ya, it 
doesn’t get much better than this. (Well, ok, puppy 
licks are also pretty nice too. Have you ever noticed 
that puppy breath smells like coffee?) 

The rest of the morning is filled with helping 
visitors find the perfect pet, registering the newbies, 
more cleaning, removing ticks, plenty of other odd 
jobs, and simply spending time with the animals, 
which is surely one of the most important “jobs” of 


all. There might even be a “puppy explosion.” (It’s 
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a rare occurrence, which makes it even mote special!) 
This happens when Eva decides that the puppies 
need a bit of socializing. Out of nowhere, you'll 
hear Eva playfully yell out “Puppy explosion!” in 
her lilting German-accented English as she lets the 
entire bunch out of the puppy area to overtake the 
common area. (Imagine the excitement of children 
being let out for recess.) The puppies are given the 
chance to interact a bit with the older dogs, which 
either welcome a bit of play or communicate their 
preference to be left alone with a grumpy growl. 
Meanwhile, we’re all waiting for the call from 
the vet located just next door (Veterinaire Kliniek 
Wayaca) letting us know they are ready for us. 
We use the vet’s services on a daily basis in order 
to ensure the health of all our animals. The clinic 
administers blood checks and vaccinations, and of 
course, medical attention when needed. We also 
make use of the clinic’s spaying and neutering 


services, making certain that all our adult dogs and 
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cats are sterilized before being adopted. To help 
ensure that a new owner takes their newly adopted 
puppy or kitten to get sterilized when old enough, 
the price of adoption includes sterilization. 

The visit to the vet rounds out our day. We'll 
add a few finishing touches—make sure everyone 
has fresh water and that everyone is in their proper 
place—and then we call it a day. Is it hard to leave 
these sweet animals behind as I make my way home 
to my own pets and a much-needed shower? Well, 
I do always seem to have a few favorites that I’d love 
to bring home with me and add to my family. But 
we already have two dogs, and the hubby says no 
more. At the same time, however, I feel at peace 
with leaving the shelter at the end of my shift. The 
Aruba Animal Shelter is quite a happy temporary 
home, and while adoption by a nice family trumps 
the shelter any day, it’s a rather agreeable place to be 


waiting for that family to arrive.

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Casibar1 Café—the 
Island’s newest 
music venue

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ruba is full of 
hidden gems—you just need to venture away 
from the beach to find some of them. One of my 
newest favorite hangouts is Casibari Café. Located 
in the center of the Island with Hooiberg standing 
sentry nearby, Casibari by day is a popular tourist 
attraction. The area is an intriguing geologic 
mystery, with huge tonalite boulders rising up out 
of the desertscape (one theory is that tectonic plates 
collided, forcing the boulders to the surface). 

For years, a small souvenir-and-gift shop, 
offering bottled water and a few other refreshments 
to relieve thirst from the hot sun, was located at the 
base of the rock formations, but a new generation 
has brought innovative life to this unique spot. 
Erik Eman, who took over the space from his father 
about a year ago, has partnered up with food-and- 


beverage front man Sjoerd Rutte to pair tasty, 


casual food with live music, giving the place an 
entirely new vibe once the sun goes down. 

By trade, Erik is a popular local musician and 
owner of lighting-and-sound company Purple 
Entertainment Group. Food and beverage is not 
his arena, so a partnership with Sjoerd to handle 
the everyday goings-on of a restaurant serving both 
lunch and dinner was the way to go. 

Casibari serves sandwiches, salads, and wraps 
(the grouper wrap is a favorite) for lunch, and in 
the evening, the mammoth circular grill is fired up 
and loaded with Aruban favorites like lomito, pork 
chops, and burgers. 

But to me, what makes this place is the 
nighttime ambiance—especially on Wednesday 
evenings when live music dances off the trade 
winds. And it has Erik’s stamp all over it: his 


talents in lighting and sound are on display, with
